The NEWS has been repeatedly asked these 
questions this week: (1) What did all that fire¬ 
fighting last week do to our water supply? and 
(2) How did our fire apparatus hold up? 

This is what the men who know have replied: 

Councilman Harold F. Roberts, Water chair¬ 
man, and A1 Freeland, Water Department su¬ 
perintendent—We have been able to face an 
emergency with no reduction in normal water 
levels. The supply due us from Raymond Basin 
lias not been diminished. It is almost miracu¬ 
lous that we were able to supply so much water 
(about 350,000 gallons) OVER our usual require¬ 
ments. Certainly it can be partly attributed to 
voluntary consumer cooperation. Heaviest day 
of pumping for Sierra Madre was Dec. 29, an 
all-inclusive total of 310,260 gallons pumped. 

Fire Chief Jim Heosley —Two of our three 
trucks were in almost constant use. The third a 


1921 American La France, 750-gallon triple com¬ 
bination, wasn't used but was stripped of 
needed hose and equipment. The newer of the 
other two, a 1945 American La France 750-gallon 
per minute pumper combined with hose and 
loader, did a good job and is ready for action 
except for a few leaks and minor repairs needed. 

The other piece, a 1941 Chevrolet stake truck, 
is in the “hospital” now for a new engine and 
overhaul but it was in there working. It is a 
truck converted into a tanker with a 500-gaIlon 
tank and skid unit pumper capable of carrying 
1000 feet of hose (which we don’t have for it!) 
equipped to pump from the tanker. 

We will need a lot of hose replaced. We lost 
about 10 lengths (about 500 ft.) under pressure 

The boys in the department have their eyes 
on a needed new triple combination—but who 
knows? 


I can t say enough about the 
performance of our own 30 boys 
in the Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment. And in addition we owe 
our appreciation to every other 
group, department and indi¬ 
vidual that backed us up, in¬ 
cluding the Police Department 
and all the teenage boys that 
fought with us. 

CHIEF OF POLICE GORDON 
G. McMIU,AN—Particular rec¬ 
ognition should go to the resi¬ 
dents of the Sierra Madre Can¬ 
yon and Marlborough Terrace 
areas, for the calm manner in 
which they received and car¬ 
ried out the police warning to 
leave their homes because of 
fire danger. There was no sug¬ 
gestion of panic and they 
moved out in an orderly way. 
Cooperation of all citizens was 
outstanding during the time 
that road blocks were main¬ 
tained. 

AH officers of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre police department are to 
be commended for their fine 
work and unselfish devotion to 
duty during the emergency—

requiring the consent of the 
legislatures of the 48 states in 
order to make effective many 
vital international agreements. 
For instance, treaties guaran¬ 
teeing protection to American 
business abroad would fall un¬ 
der this requirement since for¬ 
eign countries negotiaing such 
treaties would naturally ask for 
protection of their own invest¬ 
ments in this country; but the 
federal government would be 
powerless to grant this protec¬ 
tion. Even such non-contro- 
versial agreements as narcotics 
conventions would fall under 
such a constitutional prohibi¬ 
tion; and it would, of course, 
make impossible arrangements 
for international control of 
atomic energy along the lines 
of our own Baruch Plan. 

Mr. Holman appears to advo¬ 
cate the enactment of the 
Bricker Amendment to prevent 
the adoption of the Baruch 
Plan. It is difficult to see how 
any other effective plan for 
the International control of 
atomic energy could be enacted 
under the crippling provisions 
of the Bricker Amendment. En¬ 
tirely aside from this consid¬ 
eration, however, is it neces¬ 
sary to change our Constitution 
to prevent the enactment of a 


Thursday, January 7, 1954 2, however, which merits our 

attention. According to Mr. 
Hoffman, it does two things: 
First, it says that a treaty may 
become effective “only through 
legislation,” and, secondly, it 
limits that legislation to that 
“which would be valid in the 
absence of treat.v.” 

The first ciause means that 
after the President negotiated 
and signed the treaty, and after 
the Senate by a two-thirds vote 
of those present consented to 
its ratification, as provided by 
our Constitution, the Bricker 
Amendment would require in 
addition that each House of 
Congre.ss pass a law by major¬ 
ity vote and that the President 
approve it in order to make the 
treaty effective. This would 
make our procedure for car¬ 
rying out our treaty obligations 
the most cumbersome in the 
world. 

The second clause of Section 
2 embodies a fundamental 
change in our form of govern¬ 
ment. The Constitution states 
that . . treaties . . . shall 
be the supreme law of the 
land; . . . anything in the Con¬ 
stitution or laws of any state 
to the contrary notwithstand¬ 
ing" The Bricker Amendment 
would abolish this concept by

And Civilian Defense units 
and equipment from other 
counties helped a lot. With 
hundreds of homes temporarily 
evacuated, I have heard no 
report of looting or loiscon- 
duct of any kind. Yes, we have 
lots of rea.sons to be proud 
and grateful. 

But curiosity-seekers are, 1 
believe, the stupidest, most in¬ 
considerate per.sous in the 
world. Radio reporters continu¬ 
ally urged persons who did not 
wish to take active part in 
fighting the fire to keep away, 
so as not to handicap the fire- 
fighter.s. But that only made 
thousands of the curious flock 
to our city. Four persons in an 
out-of-state car, parked on tllC 
north end of one street and 
.started walking across a field 
full of dry grass—and all four 
of the idiots lit up cigarettes. 

Insurance Comnenies Spared 

I suppo.so all the Insurance 
companies which hold (xrlicies 
on Sierra Madre homes have an 
organization. I think it would 


I think we .should all ne 
proud of the way our firemen 
and our volunteers labored to 
save our town during the foiesi 
fire. 

Some of those men and boys 
labored incredible hours at 
hard, dangerous work. It was 
like a battle in which the 
enemy might launch a surprise 
assault at any moment, and 
our protectors had to be on the 
alert constantly. I know .some 
who got only four or five hours 
of broken rest during the first 
48 hours of the fire, and never 
more than si.x hours of rest in 
the five fulldays. And then 
they were so tired and beaten 
up that they were almost in a 
daze for two more days. But 
not one house in Sierra Madre 
was even singed, though hun¬ 
dreds of our homes were in 
areas of great danger. 

None of tho.se patriots asked 
what they would get out of it, 
and none of them thought 
about overtime. Their one 
thought was of the battle they 
must win. Men who.se normal 
work or business yields them 
well over $100 for an ordinary 
work week—with maybe a few 
hours off for golf—put in 80 
hours in five days without 
stopping to ask what compen¬ 
sation they would get, if any. 
Mr. Arnold, I hear, paid Lewis 
George his full week’s salary, 
though Lewis was fighting fire 
most of the time. Hear Sierra 
Engineering did the same for 
their many fire-fighting em-

(Editor’s Note: Sierra Madre is sincerely grateful to every 
single individual, trained and untrained, who served during the 
fire emergency in varying capacities. There have been especially 
many queries about the Indian fire fighters brought here by the 
United States Forest Service and the following article was pre¬ 
pared in answer to many requests.)

Of the many valiant group.s fighting the Angeles Fore.st fire, 
probably none is more colorful, or has arou.sed more interest than 
the 400 and .some Indians brought in by the U. S. Fore.st Service. 

Eight tribes are represented 
in the crews trained by the 
Forest Service. 

Although they have been 
top-notch fire laddies in Region 
three, which comprises New 
Mexico and Arizona, for about 
25 years, it is only recently 
they have been brought to the 
attention of the pubiic. Taos, 

Zuni, Apache, Tortugas, Mes- 
calero Apache, Hopi, Jamiz, and 
Zias, immediately bring the old 
west to the minds of many. But 
these men, who.se ages range 
from 18 to 40, are mostly high 
school graduates, and many 
hold college degrees. 

Most of the Indians speak 
fluent English, but still cling 
in part to the old traditions, 
which are respected by the For¬ 
est Service. Members of the 
Taos tribe were flown homo 
over the weekend, in time to 
attend a tribal ceremony on 
Tuesday. 

Work in Crews 

The Indians are trained by 
the U. S. Fore.st Service in Re¬ 
gion three. They are transport¬ 
ed, and work in crews of 25 to 
30. Each crew is compo.sed of 
members of one tribe only, and 
a leader is ehosen from their 
group. 

They are transported by bus, 
or flown by chartered plane 
which accommodates one crew, 
to the scene of the fire, where 
they are joined by a Forest 
Service man familiar with the 
local territory. 

There .seems to be no reliable 
explanation of the Indians’ in¬ 
herent ability to fight fire. But 
they do have stamina to stay 
on the job for a long time. They 
show an extreme willingness 
and eagerness to do the job. 

As a race, the Indians appear 
to be tougher, can move faster, 
and have the ability to stick 
to the side of a mountain like 
Scotch tape. In remote fires, 
the Indians will stay on the 
fire until it is out, receiving 
food and supplies by parachute. 

Whereas a white man often 
spends valuable time being ro¬ 
tated. For these reasons, the 
Forest Service is particularly 
appreciative of their service. 

The men receive the standard 
fire fighters wage of $1.20 an 
hour. In the local mountains, 

450 of the Indians were brought 
in, and one crew of Zunis will 
remain encamped in this vi¬ 
cinity until it rains. 

Home Between Fires 

Most of the men return to 
their homes between fires, al¬ 
though there are exceptions, A 
hot shot crew remained at Oak 
Grove Park in Pasadena thru 
the summer, and with Indians 
being employed at Sulphur, 

Fishhook, Barret, and the local 
fire, many undoubtedly have 
been away from home for some 
time. 

nie men are housed and fed 
by the Forest Service, and the 
hard hats, painted a distinctive 
color to distinguish each tribe, 
are provided by the Service. 

The Indians are proud of their 
head gear, and paint them the 
chosen color of their tribe.

FLORINBUNDA ROSES 

As the name Implies "Florin- 
bunda” roses are characterized 
by an abundance of blooms— 
masses of dainty flowers borne 
in "bouquet” clusters of three 
to five perfectly shaped buds. 

Florinbunda roses were origi¬ 
nated by crossing the Hybrid 
Tea and Polyantha rose. From 
this cross the Florinbunda in¬ 
herited the size, grace and vig- 
of the Tea rose and the profu¬ 
sion of blooms and hardiness 
typical of the Polyantha. Like 
most roses developed today, the 
Floribundas resist disease. 
Their symmetrical and fragile 
bush forms belie their hardi¬ 
ness. Actually, they will bloom 
year after year from Spring un¬ 
til Fall with Very little care. 

The adaptability of the Flo- 
rinbundas to every landscaping 
purpose has made them the 
“landscapers’ delight” and has 
led to their adoption for border 
and foundation planting. Flo- 
rinbundas are particularly suit¬ 
able to low planting. Used gen¬ 
erously in clumps of 3, 5 or 
more, they produce a ma.ss of 
color long after other flowering 
shrubs have faded and gone. 
They are ideal to supply per¬ 
petual color in perennial bor¬ 
ders and sidewalk or doorstep 
plantings. Their full, compact 
habit makes them ideal for 
hedges and specimen planting. 
Planted with evergreen shrubs, 
the Florinbundas are effective 
for foundation and bed land¬ 
scaping. They are also out¬ 
standing tree rose forms for 
formal gardens and as cut flow¬ 
ers, they are outstanding—last¬ 
ing up to three times as long 
as other rose varieties. 

Since the first arrival of this 
wonderful new class of roses, so 
many varieties have been cre¬ 
ated, that nurseries now have 
them in almost any color and 
size. In fact, so great has been 
the demand for Florinbunda 
roses, it is estimated that many 
rose j^rowers are devoting 25 
to 50 per cent of their gardens 
exclusively to Florinbundas. 

GARDENER'S CHECKUST 

1. In planning your vegetable 
garden for this coming Spring, 
work it out on paper first. Make 
the width between rows for 
root crops, leaf crops, bush peas 
and beans, just wide enough 
for your wheel hoe to cultivate 
it with one trip. 

2. Set out these flowering 
plants — Stocks, Snapdragons, 
Pansies, Violas, Calendulas, Ba¬ 
by Primroses, and all peren¬ 
nials. 

3. Prevent peach leaf curl by 
spraying with Bordo mixture 
and Volck oil. 

4. Bulbs and roots for plant¬ 
ing now include Lily of the 
Valley, Amaryllis h y b ri d s, 
hardy outdoor Lillies, and Can- 
na roots. 

5. Most nurseries have a full ■ 
selection of bare root roses, at 
this time, including the new 
all-American award winners, 
Mojave and Lilibet.
